'i'hfiL" aiv holidays. Christmas 
and New Year's are costnupolitan — 
arc the property of no particuhir 
|jeopk, but yet are joyously ol)serv- 
ed hy niatiy. JUit ThuiiksKiviuK ij> 
purely ixn Ainerican holiday, origi- 
nal in conception and ^rowinjij: from 
a small b'JKiiniinK until it has reach- 
ed the dignity of a national event. 
Its first cele!)ration ' was by the 
IMymoutli colony in 1621 - those 
sturdy pioneers whose fyiety was as 
l)ronounce(l as tluii nbick, who 
honored themselv< honoriiiR 

their Deity. 

In niuny ways, ThanksgivinK is 
one of our most delightful events. 
It comes at a time when the ri^tTs 
of winter are not yet at hand. We 
have Jit our disposal all the varied 
|)roducts of the soil, and the time for 
a season of partial rest for the farmer 
is at hand. (Jne of its most delight 
fnl features, which has be come quite 
general, is the KatherinR together 
under the old rooftrcc of all the scat- 
tered sons and daughters on this day. 
Two, three and sotnctimes four 
generations thus meet around the 
festive and hospitable (able of the 
old homestead, and thus fraternal ties 
arc strengthened and filial piety en- 
couraged. 

The custom soon became more 
Keneral, spreading over all the New 
iMiRland States. After the Revolu- 
tion it gradually extended to the 
middle States and Liters to the West, 
Krowinj^ more slowly in the South, 
In 1863 the patriotic Lii!Coln for- 
ever established it in the list of holi- 
(lavs 1)/ procLumiuK a day of Thank- 
s^iviuK, Iiis action Iiein^ promptly 
followed by the individual proclama- 
tions (»f the ^jovernors of the States, 
who na,met! the same day. Since 
then, hy coninon consent, the first 
announcement of the day isfound in 
the President|S proclamation, and 
the day so named is also named by 
the States. 

Another and no*^ less commend- 
able feature of this holiday is a 
practical benevolence which has 
i)ecome very notable. Poor people, 
to whom a ^^od dinner is a rarity, 
are hunletl otit, and in ati unosten- 
tatious way are heli>ed to pro|)erlv 
observe the day, so far as its festive 
features are concerned. ^ The sick 
and sulTerinK" are remembered in va- 
rious ways. The homeless are. for 
the (lav, made members of some hos- 
pitable household, where they can 
join in its [deasures. AUoK^ellier, 
this is [>erhaps its best feature. 

There is no pleasure so lasting, 
none which affords such real jov, 
as that which comes to us from the 
knowledj^e tliat \ve liave done a 
real kindness to some of the sulTer- 
iuR chiUlren of earth — in some way 
alleviated their sorrows or eased 
their pains. Last, but not least, 
(he di'votional spirit which is the 
im|»ellinR motive of the dav, is 
'etirf)uraf^''ed and (levelof)ed: we learn 
to be more contetited with our, lot, 
thankful for what we have and 
hopeful for the future. 



Thanksgiving Time Then and Now 

Thanksgiving, starting as a New 
iCngland festival, has spread over 
the newer States of the Union; 
across the waves of the Pacific to the 
Phili pines, and to every spot of 
earth where an American has his 
l>ermanent or temporary abode. If 
it be but one lone citizen of the 
Re|)ublic. pacing the streets of a 
foreign city, strange tongues bab- 
bling in his ears, strange signs upon 
the streets; his mind turns on 
rhanksgiving morning to home and 
country, to turkey and mince pie, 

The Puritans instituted the custom 
of a harvest feast, in thankfulness 
for peace, a bountiful crop; blessings 
that came not too often in those 
days of famine and of savage on- 
slaught. 

Tlic date of observance has varied, 
gradually being pushed back to the 
last of Novemi)er, when the supplies 
were in and the long winter was 
hovering like a besieging army of 
snow and ice at the very doors. 
The religious element was never 
forgotten in the old days of beaver 
hat and poke lionnet. The prepa- 
rations for Thanksgiving were begun, 
not a day, or two days, before the 
feast, but a full week before Thanks- 
givitig and, on the morning desig- 
nated in the stately proclamation of 
the governor, the entire family went 
early to give thanks for the blessings 
of the year. 

A picturescpie sight it was, this 
morning paiade to cliurch in the 
early thirties. The men had not 
adopted the sond)re costume of to- 
day. Coat and waistcoat were of 
many colors, sometimes of plaids of 
such varied hue as to rival Joseph *s 
over garment of famous memory. 
The costume of the women, with its 
rufiles, hoop skirt, voluminous 
shawls, si Ik -lined and plumed bon- 
net, makes one doul)t if our grand- 
mothers had as their chief desire the 
simplicity so often harped upon by 
people of the stamp of* 'let us go 
back." 

The new Thanksgiving is on a 
broader and more Christian basis. 
Hefore we gather around the family 
board we look out for the sick and 
poverty-stricken family living in an 
alley some blocks away. Right and 
left people are working so that on 
that mnrningr rich and poor may say, 
"We thank Thee," — Christian Her-

Editor Dkaf-Mutes' Journai.: — 

Kver since the "talkies" came in 
to being and shoved silent movies 
out of their way the deaf have been 
more or less at a loss to find some- 
thing for entertainment. At first 
only the big down-town theaters 
were equipped for "sound" pictures. 
Thus for several liionths there still 
remained the small neighborhood 
movies as a means of entertainment, 
but of late even the small frv have 
started to ape, their big brothers 
downtown. For several weeks it 
looked as if the deaf would be whollv 
dejirived of this means of entertain- 
ment. 

Then, hope loonuu m uie iiuii/.on 
in the way of a new fad. The 
Little Theater movement extended 
to the movies. To be sure, it started 
out as a society fad and still is 
regarded as movement to foster the 
great god ART. But it seems to me 
that unwittingly the founders of 
this new fad have done the deaf 
people as a whole a great favor. For 
it is my prediction that wdthin a few 
yearv the deaf of the country will 
come to regard the Little Theater 
movement as their own. 

It was in Rochester a few weeks 
ago, that I first came to try the new 
fad and came to like it. Had a 
whole afternoon on my hands and 
still being more or less a stranger in 
that city, the first thing that came 
into my head was to see a show and 
thus kUl time. For half an hour I 
wandered around trying to pick out 
a good show. livery where my eyes 
beheld flamiug, glaring signs in 
front of theatres announcing this 
an J that "talkie" =»< ih.* fitu'st and 
best. 

Thus I wandered around until by 
chance I turned into Kast Avenue 
and kept walking down for several 
minutes, until I was attracted to a 
huge building in black marble. Out 
of curiosity 1 went closer. There 
was nothing in front of it to label it 
as a movie palace. The well-known 
glaring lithos wert conspicuous by 
their absence. No, not even a photo- 
graph was there to attract passitig at- 
tention. All I saw was a neat Neon 
sign with the two words: "Little 
Theater" on it. 1 went inside the 
better to exanune this new building. 
There I r^d the announcement that 
it was a silent movie theater. 

The feature picture that week was 
"Cyrano de Bergerac." Then I 
remembered that when I was a good 
deal younger I had read such a book 
— and liked it. So decided to take 
A chance and after passing over half 
a dollar I went inside. My astonish- 
ment is hard to describe. Instead 
of the troop of ushers, the seething 
mass of humanity waiting for a 
seat and the huge amphitheater, 
such as I had been accustomed to 
find in the big downtown tnovie 
palaces, I came into a quiet, sooth- 
ing atmosphere. The place was 
small — I figured there would be no 
more than 300 seats there and, 
better still, the |)lace wasn't crowd- 
ed, either. 

A small and courteous usher led me 
down a deep-ca'-peted aisle into the 
tnost comfortable seat I had ever 
occui>ied in any theater. But it 
was the incture that held my atten- 
tion throughout the two hours I was 
inside. To say it was good is to put 
it mildly. As I've said. I had read 
the hook; and. as per usual, had 
fullv ex[)ected to find the picture 
nuiddled beyond recognition. In- 
stead I found the action even better 
than the book. 

When I left that theater I vowed 
IWbecome a regular patron of the 
Littie Tlieater movement. Tliough 
a chronic movie fan, I had grown 
more than tired of the usual mush, 
slush, blash and blither dished up 
in the regulation movie palaces by 
the film magnates iti Hollywood, who 
work under the delusion that they 
know what the dear public wants. 
All along I had believed that the 
movies were fully capable of bring- 
ing out the artistic and realistic side 
of natural living, through the 
medium of good acting. I'm not a 
critic (thank God), but it seems to 
me good acting has fallen into 
disuse. Therefore I was hugely 
pleased with that picture. "Cvrano 
deBetgerac," for it was good acting. 
I hold no brief, but I have always 
made it a point to give praise where 



praise is due. I recommend the 
new theater to all deaf desiring good 
entertainment ^nd who are fortunate 
enough to live in cities possessing 
such a theater. I understand that 
Philadelphia, Chicago and Cleveland 
are the only other cities besides 
Rochester and Buffalo with Little 
Theaters of their own.

A Bit 0t History 



The idea of Thanksgiving day 
originated with Alexander Haniil* 
ton» Washington's Secretary of the 
Treasury, who. m August, 1789.

It may interest the deaf to know 
that Mrs. Petra Fandrem Howard was 
in Septeml>er re-appointed Superinten- 
dent of the Division for the Deaf in 
the Minnes^)ta C' ' -n of I^bor 
and Industries. ;oward held 

this position prior to her marriage, in 
fact, was the first person to hold such 
a pr>sition. 'ITie work is employment 
and welfare work for the deaf. ^I'he 
welfare work is limited, as the office 
has not the facilities to carry on this 
work as it should. Therefore, many 
cases are turned over to state and city 
s^Kial workers,* who co-operate with 
Mrs. Howard. Since the establish- 
ment of the Minne!5?>ta Division, a 
number of other slaftes have formed 
similar offices. 

Mrs. Howard finds that the dis- 
crimination against the deaf exists 
mostly in conversation and not in fact. 
Working conditions are not of the best, 
but invariably an employer will ask 
to be called at a later date, when their 
nrm is more busy. Where deaf men 
have been employed it is the rule, 
rather than the exception, that the 
employer will be glad to take on 
another deaf person.

If any great educator of the deaf 
deserves to be perpettiated in tht 
minds and hearts of the deaf of thi^ 
country, it is Edward Miner Gallau- 
det. He founded for them the only 
collejje for the deaf in all the world 
— Gallaodet College at Washington, 
D. C. 

It was founded in the year 1864. 
He wa« its first president, and for 
forty-six years. Amid discourage- 
ments And difficulties, such as always 
beset pioneer efforts to help mankind, 
he continued in that office. He 
overcame every obstacle in fostering 
his ideal of a higher education for 
the deaf. He placed the college on 
a firm and indestructable basis, 
overc«>ming silent skepticism and 
silencing blatant harangue. Begun 
with but one profe.ssor and seven 
students, it has afforded a higher 
education to at least fifteen hundred 
deaf men and women, whose in- 
creased value to the several states 
has been a monumental advance in 
the economy of the nation. All 
?*chools have been inspired to advance 
their educational standards, to the 
general betterment of all the deaf 
and to the elevating effect upon the 
capable and ambitious among them. 
The memorial is to take the shape 
of a college building that will in- 
crease the present advantages of the 
college. The goal set - ac- 

complishment is fSO.f/jO. At the

The Kansas Star under an editor 
ial entitled, "Psychology and the 
Deaf," makes the tollowing state- 
ment: **Futherniore, the deaf are 
often more considerate of hearing 

'/pie than hearing peoi^le are of 

»m." My observations are that 
this statement is essentially correct. 
It is the usual practice for hearing 
[people when approached simul- 
taneously by a hearing person and 
by one deaf, to^ turn unhesitat- 
ingly to the former. 

The impression is given that the 
hearing per?M>n*s communication is 
more important than the deaf per 
son's, or that the former's time is 
the mor© valuable. Or even that 
more deference is due the hearing 
perj^on. Certain deaf people even 
foster this impression by turning 
one of their own number during 
conversation when if]t-»^-ti, .♦..,! f>y 
a hearing individual. 

It is quite the rule Kir ceriain 
hearing i>ersons, who ought to know 
better lo interrupt unceremoniously 
a conversation in which a deaf 
person is taking part. But all hear- 
ing people are not in this category.

Nov. 19, 1929 
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World Employs Odd Wayi To Get Water. 

Windmill water pumps, long char- 
acteristic landmarks of Holland, are 
giving way to electric power plants. 
**Thi9 evolution," says a bulletin 
from the National Geographic socie- 
ty, '^suggests many odd ways in 
wnich the world pumps its water 
supply. 

"While American farmers on hi- 
therto arid areas of the West are hav 
ing their water delivered to them for 
irrigation purposes, Chinese farmers, 
known the world over for raising 
from one to four crops a year on 
their less than an acre plots, are still 
using devices which antedate the 
windmill by several centuries. 

**The Chengtu plains of Szech- 
wan province are dotted with huge 
water wheels which resemble the 
Ferris wheel at state fairs. Upon 
close inspection however, a ride on 
a Chengtu irrigator would be a bit 
damp, for watercups and T^ip^^ 
occupy the space where seats would 
b^Tifthe wheel were in an amuse- 
ment park. As the wheel turns, 
the cups dip water from the canal. 
When the containers reach the level 
of the field, the water is discharged 
into a trough. 

"In Chihli province, even within 
sight of Pekinc, fanners irrigate 
their farms largely by foot power," 
continued the bulletin. One device 
consists of a long open trough with 
one end in the canal the other on the 
edge of the farm. Three or four 
Chinese boys tread spokes extendin;^ 
from a hub, revolving causes a chain 
with loose boards attached to push 
water from the canal throttgh the 
trough until it reaches the field. 
"Japan's footpump is a one-man 
affair. Int^tead of treading 'spokes' 
the Japanese farmerstread the paddles 
of the irrigating wheel. 

"Korean farmer^ are content with 
their spoonlike scoops, which are 
tied to tripoils placed on the bank 
of a stream. When the scoop i^ 
filled with water it is hoisted to the 
field and enifitied 

"Among the Indians of the west, 
the tribal women folk still carrv

**The Persian wmt-r wheel resem- 
bles wneels used in our northwest- 
ern states until the earl\ part of this 
century. On the sites of se\eral 
western irrigation projects water 
wheels, similar to j»addle wheels r>ii 
Ohio riverhoats, pumped water for 
irrigation ptirnoses. In remote dis- 
tricts some of the old wheels are 
still in operation. 

"The American Indian needed no 
pumps, for he moved where there 
was abundant water supply. Civil 
izatfon, however, make« it difficult 
to move, so man has devised numer- 
ous ways to have his water brought 
to him. A tunnel 110 miles long 
and large enough to accommodate a 
railroad train supplies New York 
City with water. I/>s Angeles' 
water flows through an aqueduct 
250 miles long, crossing the Mojave 
desert in its course to the city.
